The School Board of Andover make the following report 
for the year ending Feb. 15. 1898. 

The several schools of the town have been in session 
twenty-six weeks, that being the largest number of weeks that 
the school funds would permit. All of the teachers employed 
have been from within town, and the work done has been such 
that there has been no change of teachers in term time except- 
ing in case of the Dyer’s Crossing school which was sus- 
pended for a brief time on account of the health of the teacher, 
Miss Marianna Marston, who was succeeded by Miss Jeanette 
O. Durgin. 

Two of the teachers for the year have not had full courses 
and graduation at high schools or academies. It is earnestly 
recommended that those wishing to teach should first com- 
plete a high school or academy course and supplement this, as 
some of the teachers have done, with Normal School training, 
attendance at Institutes, or other professional preparation. 
Post graduate study is sometimes taken after tue early experi- 
ence in teaching. Such study is very beneficial anda Normal 
school course, taken after experience in teaching, would have 
many advantages in comparison with one taken before experi- 
ence in the schoolroom. Summer schools, visiting other schools 
for the purpose of studyihg the work in the school room, and 
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reading educational books and papers are some of the means 
of professional advancement. 

All of the teachers for the year have hed previous experi- 
ence. : 

One hundred and eleven boys were enrolled in the several 
schools and ninety girls. ‘The number of children in Andover, 
April, 1897, between six and sixteen years, reported by the 
Truant officer, was one hundred and sixty-nine (169.) 


WINTER SCHOOLS. 


The regular sessions of the schools of Andover leave a 
long winter vacation of nearly four months. ‘This is because 
of the condition of many of the roads in winter time and the 
insufficiency of the funds forthe maintenance of the schools 
for a longer period than the usual twenty-six or seven weeks. 
Three private schools of six weeks each have been arranged 
for the current season, taught by Misses Millie May Goss, 
Julia F. Baldwin and Annie M. White, located respectively at 
Cilleyville, Andover and East Andover. The School Board 
have granted free use of the school house and _ text-books for 
these schools, that at Andover being taught in a private 
house. Jn view of the fact that the condition of the roads is 
such that it is not feasible to have winter schools for several of 
the districts, and that the funds of the town school district 
must be equally applied, itis much desired that tke winter 
terms of the private schools should be secured whenever. and 
wherever practicable. It is therefore with gratification that 
the School Board makes note of these short winter terms of 
private schools.

DEFECTS OF SPEECH. 


A number of children have attended school with defects of 
speech by reason of inability to make some of the sounds repre- 
sented by the alphabet. Teachers often do not think of such 
defects as curable, but in several cases good success has at- 
tended eiforts to overcome such defects by application of the 
methods of visible speech. The child is shown the position 
taken by the lips, tongue and teeth, seeing how the sounds are 
made by the teacher, and is thus given an idea of how the 
sound is produced. Having thus mentally acquired the method 
_ by which the sound is produced the child can readily make the 
sound, and has only to form a habit of making it correctly to 
overcome the defect. The ear is an insufficient guide to how 
to make a sound. It only tells when the sound is made _ cor- 
rectly. The sense of sight shows better how sounds are made 
so far as they depend upon the movements of visible organs. 


VERTICAL WRITING. 


The results of the work of the year appear to justify the act : 
ion of a former Board introducing the use of vertical writing. 
Much gain in legibility is sesured by this change. The note- 
books of Nellie and Mamie Sullivan, of Beech Hill school, are 
noteworthy for their good penmanship and language work. 


HIGH SCHOOL EDUCATION 


Andover, like many other of the towns of the state, is 
without any public provision for high school education, The 
population and financial resources of these towns do not 
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justify the maintenance of high schools. The common 
schools are often below the standard of towns and cities that 
are financially able to maintain schools for the best advantage 
of the children, without regard to cost. The smaller towns 
and cities are fortunate that have private academies which, in 
some degree, provide for the want of high schools. These 
private academies are often better than the public high schools, 
where maintained. Many of the public high schools, in the 
larger towns and smaller cities, do not maintain a standard of 
work which fits for the best colleges. Our town is fortunate 
in having within its limits an academy which fits for the best 
colleges as shown by the Harvard College examinations of its 
students. While the education in private academies is not 
free, it is often provided at much less than cost. At Proctor 
Academy, in regular courses, the parents pay less than half 
the cost of the tuition. In the preparatory or common school. 
course, fur the past two years, the School Board has paid the 
tuition for the spring and fallterms of eleven and fourteen 
weeks respectively, or twenty-five weeks for the year. This is 
deemed more than an equivalent for twenty-six weeks in the 
common schools. Pupils have been received from any of the 
several districts. The number attending during the spring 
term was twenty-one; during the fall term fourteen. This ar- 


rangement prevents the necessity of employing an additional 
teacher in the Andover school and the maintenace of a reom 
for the purpose. 


REPAIRS. 


At the annual meeting, 1897, no appropriation was made 
for repairs, an unexpended balance of $50.73 for the previous 
year being left for the purpose. This amount was insufficient. 
Two schoolhouses needed to be shingled and other repairs to 
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be made. Other much needed repairs were necessarily post- 
poned. A part of the school appropriation was applied to the 
purpose, leaving a smaller amount available for tuition ex- 
penses. For the coming year a larger sum for repairs is 
needed. Several of the schoolhouses need painting. The 
blackboards need, in several of the schoolhouses, to be re- 
paired or renewed. 


SCHOOL GROUNDS. 


Every schoolhouse should have a proper play ground. 
Several of the schoolhouses of the town have none. The colts 
and calves have a pasture, the hens a lot in which to scratch, 
and even the pigs apen. It seems reasonable that the chil- 
dren shonld have a school lot in which to play. Land is not 
so valuable in Andover that this privilege should be denied on 
account of expense. We recommend a careful consideration 
of this need with a view to supplying the want in the best 
manner. 

Voluntary labor has been given during the year for the 
purpose of improving the grounds at Beech Hill, Taunton 
Hill, Flaghole and Dyer’s Crossing schoolhouses. The ex- 
tent of this work will be best indicated by the minutes of the. 
Secretary.

Further work is needed at Cilleyville, Boston Hill, Beech 
Hill, Taunton Hill and Dyer’s Crossing. We recommend that 
this work be continued by voluntary labor. The children of 
the Dyer’s Crossing school are commended for pega aae the 
work of grading the lot. 


SCHOOL DISTRICT LIBRARIES. 


School Libraries are a valuable aid to educational work. 
The Library facilities of the town have been extended during 
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the year to the several school districts excepting Andover and 
East Andover, where the principal branches of the public 
library are located. Mrs. Carrie E. Morton, Town Librarian, 
procured and donated 121 volumes as the nucleus of school 
libraries and these volumes have been placed onthe book cases 
of the schoolhouses at Cilleyville, West Andover, Beech Hill, 
Taunton Hill, Flaghole and Dyer’s Crossing. The circulation 
of these books has not been limited to the school children, per- 
sons not at school being allowed to read the books.  Satisfac- 
tory reports relative to the circulation have been received. 
The School Board recommend donations for the purpose of 
the increase of these libraries. These libraries may be ex- 
changed from one schoolhouse to another for the purpose of 
atfording fresh reading matter to the neighborhood. An endeav- 
or has been made to secure an assistant librarian from among 
the older pupils in the several schoolhouses to aid the circula- 
tion of books in vacation time. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


The School Board recommend that the sum of $560 be 
raised for schools in addition to the sum required by law, and 
$200 for repairs upon schoolhouses.
